Duane  Spellman  was,  and  still  is,  a  key  player  in  the  bar  industry. 
He  was  an  organizer  for  the  now-defunct  USA-BC  club,  former 
Director  of  Marketing  for  USSC,  former  owner  of  The  Mint  Coin 
Shop  and  creator  of  many  highly  collectible  bars  today! 

What  about  the  “Fabulous  four”  -  Harlan  White,  Todd  Parker, 
Danny  Crabb  and  Gary  Fellers,  creators  of  the  first  four  art  bars 
from  USSC  (USSC-144,  USSC-145,  USSC-146  and  USSC-159).
